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PRINCE William mastermind- 
ed the perfect tribute to the 
Queen yesterday — by reuniting 
with warring brother Harry. 

In astonishing scenes, the once- 
inseparable Princes and their wives, 
Kate and Meghan, stood side by side 
to help the nation begin the tough 
process of grieving for Her Majesty. 

Their public show of strength 
for mourners at Windsor 
came after months of 
bitter division. 

And their joint ar- 
rival — the four’s first 
public appearance in 
915 days — was met 
with audible gasps. 

Last night, Angela 
Thomas, who met the 
royals with her kids, told 
the Sunday People: “It was 
absolutely incredible to see the 
brothers together again.” 


The black-clad royals spent more 
than 40 minutes accepting condo- 
lences, gifts and hugs in a showing 
reminiscent of the public kindness 
which was the trademark of William 
and Harry’s mother, Princess Diana. 

They then left in the same vehicle. 

It was a sharp contrast to Thursday, 
when Harry had to charter his own 
private plane in a desperate attempt 
to get to Balmoral to say a final fare- 
well to the Queen. 

He was the last royal to arrive at his 
grandmother’s Scottish home after 
being unable to travel on the same jet 
as William and their uncles Prince 
Andrew and Prince Edward, and 
Edward’s wife Sophie. The Queen died 
before he arrived. 

Last night, a spokesman for William, 
40, said it was the newly-annointed 
Prince of Wales who had extended the 
invitation to Harry, 37, and the 
Duchess of Sussex, 41. A senior royal 
source said: “The Prince of Wales 
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i 
thought it was an important show of 
unity at an incredibly difficult time for 
the family.” 

Well-wisher Angela told us: “They 
were really tactile and looked close 
again. It’s made me emotional. 

“I know the Queen was a real ally 
of Harry’s but I just hope this means 
they can still properly repair their 
relationship because that’s what she 
would have wanted.” 

Angela’s son Jenson, six, struck up 
a conversation when Harry spotted his 
Manchester United shirt Jenson said: 
“It was better than meeting Cristiano 
Ronaldo. I can’t believe it.” His 


brother Jamie, nine, added: “It was so 
good to meet Harry, he was so nice 
and gave me a handshake.” 


Later at Windsor, as thousands 
thronged for a glimpse of the reunited 
royals, Meghan bent down to chat to 
Cara Crawford, five, and sister Evie. 

The stunned eight-year-old said: 
“She asked me if we had come here to 
lay flowers for the Queen. She was 
really kind. I can’t wait to tell everyone 
at school we met Meghan.” 

Mum Jodie and dad Dan, 38, had 
travelled nine miles from Bracknell. 
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Jodie said: “It’s fantastic to see William 
and Harry back together and we just 
never expected this. I hope this is the 
sign of things to come. 

“Harry seemed really upset and I 
am sure he wanted to be here to pay 
respects and speak to the public.” 

The reunited royal couples parted 
to speak to opposite sides of the crowd 
along Windsor’s Long Walk. 

Then they presented a show of unity 
when chatting together as they read 
the notes of well-wishers left alongside 
flowers. Harry stopped to read hand- 
written notes from children. 

Meghan put a comforting hand on

her husband’s back as he looked 
through the notes and held his hand 
throughout. 

Afterwards, Harry and Meghan’s 
friend, the author Omid Scobie, 
claimed the invitation was made at the 
11th hour. 

He declared: “It is, without a doubt 
a significant moment in the relation- 
ship between the two brothers.” 

The two princes and their wives had 
been incredibly close before Harry wed 
US Suits actress Meghan in 2018. 

But cracks soon began to show and 
a series of reports emerged suggesting 
Meghan had fallen out with some

members of the household. Problems 
started before the wedding day, when 
Meghan’s Hollywood lighting director 
dad Thomas Sr became embroiled in 
a staged paparazzi pictures scandal.

Press reports emerged of Meghan 
parting company with staff - and 
rumours surfaced she had been cruelly 
dubbed Me-gain by courtiers. 

Then in March 2020, Harry and his 
wife announced they were stepping 
away from royal life and moving to 
Meghan’s native California.

THE day of the Queen's 
funeral will be a bank 
holiday, it has been 
confirmed. 

King Charles III 
approved the order 
yesterday at St James's 
Palace, London as he was 
declared head of state 
during a ceremony 
televised for the first time.

And they spent 40 min-

A FORMER paratrooper who lost both legs after stepping on 
an IRA booby trap bomb has told how King Charles helped his 
recovery — by popping round to his house for a cuppa. 

Alistair Hodgson suffered his horrific injuries while serving in 
Northern Ireland aged 21 and was 
in “no fit state to go on parade” to 
receive his Northern Ireland medal. 

But he got a letter and whisky 
from Charles through the post 
before the shock knock on his door. 

Charles — who is colonel in chief 
of Alistair’s regiment, the Paras — 
spent 90 minutes sipping “strong 
tea with runny honey” and 
discussing military matters. 

Alistair, 51, said: “He came 
round for a cup of tea. We had a 
chat like old mates. Except he was 
with his security guys. 

“He was kind and thoughtful. 
Just really nice. It was great of 
him to take some time out to 
come and see me. 

“| found him highly intelligent, 
interesting and very funny, he had 
me and my mum in stitches. A few 
years later, out of the blue, | got a letter 
from him, as he'd heard of my skydiving.” 

Alistair, of Beetham, Cumbria, treasures a snap of Charles in 
his living room presenting his Northern Ireland medal that day 
in 1992. He was also fortunate enough to meet the Queen — 
and he reckons Charles will prove to be a “brilliant” King.

HUNDREDS of thousands of mourners are 
expected to honour the Queen on her final 
journeys before she is laid to rest next to 
her beloved husband Prince Philip. 

She will be taken from Scotland to London where, 
following her state funeral at Westminster Abbey 
next Monday, she will be interred at Windsor. 

This morning six gatekeepers, who had “a personal 
relationship” with the Queen, will carry her oak 
coffin from the Ballroom at Balmoral Castle to a 
waiting hearse for a 100-mile journey to the Palace 
of Holyroodhouse, in Edinburgh. 

It will take six hours so mourners in towns and 
villages can honour her. At Holyroodhouse, a bearer 
party will carry the coffin to the Throne Room, where 
it will stay until tomorrow afternoon. 

The Earl Marshal, The Duke of Norfolk, who has 
overall responsibility for organising state occasions, 
said: “We will carry out our duty over the coming 
days with the heaviest of hearts. But also, with the 
firmest of resolve to ensure a fitting farewell to one 
of the defining figures of our times.” 

Tomorrow King Charles and the Queen Consort 
will travel to Edinburgh 
from London, to join mem- 
bers of the Royal Family in 
a walking procession, tak- 
ing the coffin from 
Holyroodhouse to St Giles’ 
Cathedral on the Royal 
Mile. Charles and Camilla 
will lead on foot, following 
a hearse flanked by the 
bearer party. 

The crown of Scotland 
will be placed on to the cof- 
fin as it is carried inside. 

The Queen will lie at rest until Tuesday allowing, 
for the first time, members of the public to queue 
and pay their respects. Charles and Camilla will then 
go on a whistle-stop tour of the UK to receive 
messages of condolence. 

They will fly to Belfast, and then on to Hillsborough 
Castle. The King will meet the Secretary of State 
for Northern Ireland and party leaders and attend 
a church service, then return to London. 

On Tuesday evening, Princess Anne will accom- 
pany the Queen’s body on an RAF flight back to 
London, delivering her mother back to Buckingham 
Palace, greeted by the King and Queen Consort. 

On Wednesday, at 2.22 pm, the coffin will be taken 
in procession on a gun carriage from the Palace to 
the Palace of Westminster, via Queen’s Gardens, 
The Mall, Horse Guards Road and Horse Guards 
Arch, Whitehall, Parliament Street, Parliament 
Square and New Palace Yard. 

Royal officials expect hundreds of thousands of 
people will line the route of the procession, which 
will take place in eerie silence — similar to the 
state funeral in 1952 of the Queen’s father King 
George VI. 

The procession will include the King and members 
of the Royal Family to the rear of the gun carriage. 
The Queen will lie-in-state until 6.30am on the 
morning of the funeral. 

Following the funeral, the coffin will be taken 
again in procession from Westminster Abbey to 
Wellington Arch and then on to Windsor. 

Once at Windsor, the hearse will travel via the 
Long Walk to St George’s Chapel, Windsor Castle, 
where the Queen will finally be laid to rest. 
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The Queen’s coffin is 
taken by six Balmoral 
gamekeepers from the 
ballroom at Balmoral 
Castle in by road to the 
Palace of Holyroodhouse 
in Edinburgh. 

Palace staff will be 
able to pay their respects 
as the Queen's body 
rests in the Throne Room 
until Monday afternoon.

EVER since entering public life, the Queen Ree 
made a quiet commitment to diversity, inclusion, 
change and hope. 

In her first speech on her 21st birthday in 1947, 
she said she wanted to reach people “wherever 
they live, whatever race they come from, and 
whatever language they speak”. 

She said that in South Africa, which was months 
away from becoming an apartheid regime. 

And on the day of her coronation in 1953, she 
asked people of whatever religion to pray for her. 

At first she struggled to find her voice ina 
world ruled by men where most women were 
second-class citizens. 

But time and time again she broke royal 
protocol and defied convention. 

She insisted that her Coronation was televised, 
despite objections from PM Winston Churchill. 

Years before Diana was born and became 
known for shaking the hands of Aids patients, the 
Queen visited a leper colony in Nigeria. 

In 1961, she was pictured dancing with Ghana's 
president in the midst of - 
the Cold War and while 
America was still facing 
segregation. 

She loved dancing and 
musicals and having a 
good time. It was the 
Swinging Sixties and she 
wasn’t afraid of the 
public seeing that. 

Her handling of Diana's 
divorce and Charles's 
remarriage set the tone 
for the thoroughly 
modern monarchy that 
was to come. 

Faced with criticism in 
the aftermath of Diana’s 
death in 1997, she 
showed her ability to 
adapt with decency and 
decorum, sharing her own 
grief in an unprecedented 
address. 

| noticed a shift in her attitude after the death 
of the Queen Mother in 2002. 

She began to shake off the deeper conservatism 
of older royals to create a more relaxed monarchy. 

In 2009, Michelle Obama famously broke 
protocol to give the Queen a hug but she didn't 
mind. In fact, she enthusiastically reciprocated. 

What would her grandparents have thought of 
her jumping out of a helicopter with James Bond 
and joking around with Paddington Bear? 

It's these smaller moments which built up a 
bigger picture of the Queen as warm, kind and full 
of humour that made the public love her more and 
more as the years went by. 

It showed that behind the mask was a woman 
with twinkly eyes and a sense of the absurd. 

In one of the most significant moments of her 
rule, she became the first British monarch to visit 
Ireland in 100 years in 2011. 

That year she ended 300 years of succession 
law to allow women equal rights to the throne. 

One of the best speeches ever made was her 
speech at the start of the pandemic in 2020. 

Her 70 years on the throne gave her the wisdom 
and authority to reassure and calm the nation. 

Her commitment to being modern while 
retaining a vital continuity in an ever-changing 
institution kept her holding this country together.

Her Majesty’s cars came in all shapes 
and sizes but they all had one thing in 
common — they were built in Britain. 

A countrywoman at heart, the Queen 
owned around 30 Land Rovers and 
Range Rovers, whisking the family off 
for picnics and shooting parties on her 
country estates for decades. 

Her favourite was said to be the 2002 
Defender 110, featuring a TD5 diesel 
engine with raised suspension and 


heated seats. Her beloved husband, 
Prince Philip, famously had a Land 
Rover modified to create the hearse 
for his funeral in April last year. 

For more ceremonious occasions, 
the Queen relied on iconic luxury cars 
such as the Rolls-Royce Phantom VI 
she acquired at her 1977 Silver Jubilee, 
complete with Royal Standard, and two 
official Bentley limousines.

| NEVER really understood the 
tsunami of grief that followed the 
death of Diana, Princess of Wales. 

I was shocked, of course, and desperately 
sad — for her friends, her family and especially 
those two poor boys.

The People’s Princess? 

The souvenir sellers were even flogging 
T-shirts saying “Born a Princess, died a 
Saint”...which clearly wasn’t factually correct 
and really irritated my pedantic sensibilities. 

These people didn’t know Diana as a person. 
Very few had even seen her in the flesh, so 
why were they acting as if they had lost a very 
close relative? 

Surely this was some kind of mass 
hysteria, a desire to be part of a big 
national event, rather than a 
genuine emotional 
connection? 

I was wrong. I came to 
understand that a bit more 
in the months and years 
afterwards.

the death of the Queen on yesterday 


Thursday felt like grief for a 
cherished elderly relative. 

And the lump in my throat when I heard 
her son make his extraordinary first speech as 
King proved I DO have a personal connection 
with this new and relatable sovereign. 

I realise now that much of that is due to his 
late ex-wife — to the famous “Diana effect” 
that I, and the Windsors themselves, once 
found so incomprehensible. 

Her natural warmth, her demonstrable 
empathy, her ability to relate to people from 
all walks of life changed our own relationship 
with royalty. 

Her Majesty the Queen’s stiff upper lip 
never wobbled publicly during her glorious 
70-year reign. 

But after Diana’s death she began to show 
us more of her personal feelings and admitted 
she had learned lessons from her daughter- 
in-law’s life. 

Diana’s two sons have carried her brand of 
royalty forward and shown the same ability to 
hug, hold and comfort ordinary people. 

And William’s wife Catherine, the new 
Princess of Wales, has proved that she is more 
than capable of bearing the loaded legacy of 


the title. Even Camilla, the once-loathed 
mistress, has won the respect and support of 
the nation with her own down-to-earth brand 
of royalty. 

Millions of people were taken by surprise 
by the strength of their own grief at the 
Queen’s death. 

Many were reminded of their own personal 
bereavements, the loss of friends 
and family. 

But others felt it left a gaping hole in the 
heart of the nation and wondered whether 
King Charles III would ever be able to fill it. 

Because Diana always told us that he really 
wasn’t up to “the top job”, didn’t she? 

Well, I suspect she may be looking down 
today and admitting she was wrong. 

Because his first public walkabout and that 
moving address to the nation on Friday 
suggest Charles will be a caring, open 

and tactile King who wears his 
heart on his sleeve.

POP Idol star Darius Campbell Danesh died 
after inhaling a gas used to treat his chronic 
neck pain following a horror car smash. 

A doctor’s report published yesterday 
found the 41-year-old Scots-born singer died 
from sniffing chloroethane. 

The gas, commonly known as ethyl chlo- 
ride, is used as a pain-killing spray for minor 
sports injuries but is used by drug users and 
can produce a sense of euphoria if inhaled. 

Darius, who came third in ITV’s Pop Idol 
in 2002 behind Gareth Gates, 38, and winner 
Will Young, 43, was 
found dead at his 
flat in Rochester, 
Minnesota, US, 
last month. 

Ina statement his 
family said: 
“Darius’s death was 
an accident caused 
by chloroethane, 
which is used to NESS RbE TTS 
treat pain and that BUM tee) 
tragically led to res- 
piratory arrest.” The singer broke his neck 
in 2010 when the Porsche he was a passenger 
in hit a wall at 70mph in Spain in 2010. 

Chloroethane became popular as a street 
drug in the 1980s. Inhalation of high doses 
can cause liver and kidney damage and death. 

Darius’s debut single Colourblind reached 
No.1 in 2002 before he took to the stage in a 
number of West End hit shows. 

Family and close friends, including 
Hollywood actor Gerard Butler, 52, turned 
out for his funeral in Glasgow. 


Arrest over

A 37-YEAR-old man has 
been arrested in connection 
with the gun murder of 
nine-year-old Olivia Pratt- 
Korbel in Liverpool.

He is the eighth person 
to be arrested in connection 
with the shooting of the girl 
in her home on August 22. 

Police said a 29-year-old 
man arrested on Thursday 
is still in custody. Nobody 
has yet been charged. 

A 34-year-old arrested 
on suspicion of the murder 
of Olivia is out on bail along 
with men aged 29, 34 and 
41, held on suspicion of 
assisting an offender.

A WHALE was blamed for 
the drowning of five 
people yesterday.

A BRAVE little girl saved the 
life of her baby brother - on his 
first birthday. 

Carey Austin was diagnosed with a 
rare type of blood cancer when he was 
just eight months old. 

His only hope of survival was a stem- 
cell transplant. 

Against all odds, his sister Aubrey, 
four, was a perfect match. 

Surgeons operated on Carey’s first 
birthday and six months later he is 
cancer-free thanks to his big sister. 

Their mum Naomi said: “She 
absolutely adores Carey and when we 
explained to her about the transplant 
she wanted to do everything she could 
to save him. 

“She’s only four years old, yet she 
was only thinking of how she could help 
him. We felt so guilty putting her 
through an operation too, but it was 
Carey’s only chance of survival. She 


t 


was so brave about it. She knew that 
her blood was going to save him.” 

During a two-hour procedure at 
Great Ormond Street Hospital, 
London, surgeons took out Aubrey’s 
stem cells and they were put into 
Carey’s body via a drip. 

Naomi said: “The fact that the trans- 
plant took place on Carey’s birthday 
was so significant — that she was giving 
him a second chance at life on that 
special day. 


“The doctors and nurses said they 
had never seen anyone have a stem cell 
transplant on their birthday before. 

“Aubrey was very groggy and woozy 
when she came around from the opera- 
tion, and she had puncture wounds on 
her back from where the stem cells had 
been taken out. 

“But she was still smiling through it 
all. She was so brave. She never 
complained about being in pain and 
she was just pleased to see how her 
little brother was afterwards.” 

When the brother and sister saw

each other for the first time after the 
operation, there was not a dry eye in 
the room. 

Naomi said: “It was so sweet when 
they were reunited. 

“We took Aubrey to see Carey and 
she gave him a cuddle. They were 
thrilled to see each other again.” 

After a two-day hospital stay for 
Aubrey and seven weeks for Carey, the 
family were able to settle back into life 
back home in Brighton, East Sussex. 

Carey is now in remission, with no 
signs of the cancer cells in his body. 

But his parents have been warned 
that the disease is so aggressive that 
until March next year there is a 40% 
chance of it returning. After that, the 
likelihood falls to just 5%. 

Naomi added: “Two other children 
lost their lives on the cancer ward while 
we were there, so we know how lucky 
Carey has been. 

“He and Aubrey have always been 
close but now their bond is stronger 
than ever. She’s a superstar and he 
couldn’t have wanted anything more 
from a big sister. He’s doing so well

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now. He loves playing with his cars and 
he’s just learning to walk too. 
“Aubrey is with him all the time — she 
just adores him. She knows that she 
has saved his life and she loves being 
a big sister to him. They play cars 
together and he’s learning to walk, so 
she stands with him encouraging him 
to take his steps.” 
Carey fell ill last 
November but 
Naomi, a paediatric 
audiologist, and her J 
husband Simon, a 
CPS lawyer, both 43, 
thought it was bron- 
chitis because his 
sister had recently 
had the same thing. 
A GP agreed but | 
two days later he 
was rushed to hospi- 
tal by ambulance 
with breathing 
difficulties. 
Doctors at Great 
Ormond Street di- 
agnosed juvenile

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myelomonocytic leukaemia, or JMML, 
which cannot be treated with chemo- 
therapy. There are only 1.2 cases per 
million children in the UK each year. 

Naomi said: “I was hysterical. I kept 
trying to tell them that it wasn’t cancer, 
it was bronchilitis. I couldn’t accept 
what was happening. 

Because parents are not suitable 
donors, Aubrey’s 
bone marrow was 
tested, a process 
that involves draw- 
ing a sample out 
using a needle. 

Naomi _ said: 
“There is only a 
25% chance of any 
sibling being a 
match, so even with 
Aubrey we knew 
that the odds 
weren’t in our fa- 
vour. If she hadn’t 
been a match then 
we would have had 
to wait until doctors 
found an anony-

mous donor, but that may not have 
happened in time for Carey. 

“When the results came back to say 
that she was a perfect match for him, 
we couldn’t believe it. We had been 
praying that she would save him, so to 
get the news that she was a match for 
him was just incredible. 

“When we heard I couldn’t stop 
crying, it was so emotional. To think 
that Carey was going to have a chance 
of survival thanks to his big sister was 
the answer to our prayers.” 


The mum added: “We did feel guilty 
about putting her through the proce- 
dure, but when we spoke to her about 
it, all she wanted to do was help. We 
were so proud of her.” 

The transplant was made even more 
special as it took place on March 15, 
which was Carey’s first birthday, giving 
the family a double celebration. 

They are keen to raise awareness of 
the cancer symptoms and the charity 
Childhood Cancer and Leukaemia 
Group, which has helped them

throughout their ordeal. Naomi said: 
“Having a child with cancer is one of 
the worst things that can happen to 
you. We didn’t realise that it was 
leukaemia so we are thankful that it 
was spotted in time. 

“We received amazing support 
throughout from the hospital and from 
the CCLG. 

“We feel so lucky that Carey has 
come through it and it feels like a 
miracle to have him with us now.’ 

Geoff Shenton, a children’s cancer 
specialist at Newcastle Upon Tyne 
Hospitals NHS Foundation, said: “In 
avery small proportion of cases JMML 
can disappear on its own, but 
this is rare. 

“Most children will need a bone- 
marrow or stem-cell transplant. There 
is still a significant chance that the 
disease can relapse. There may be a 
possibility of a second transplant if this 
happens, but despite our best efforts, 
children still die from JMML.”

Miss GB contestant starts

A BEAUTY queen aged 21 is calling 
+ for women as young as 18 to be 
given free cervical screening after 
suffering her own cancer scare. 

Olivia Grant, who hopes to be crowned 
Miss Great Britain, paid for a test last year 
and learned she had CIN 2 - abnormal cells 
that, if untreated, can become cancerous. 

Olivia, who is Miss York, said tests for 
young women are vital to spot the early signs 
of potential cancers. 

But at present, the NHS only offers 
cervical screening to women aged 25 to 64. 
Olivia told the Sunday People: “I had to 
pay for a test, I had to go private. It cost 
£380. I was lucky enough to be in a 
position to do that. When I was diag- 


1 nosed I just thought, ‘Oh, my gosh. 

WaS diagnosed ! What if id left it for four years? What 
1 could have happened? How man 

thought, What if wonieh ate in ne position?’ OTE 


I'd left it?” 


“That’s why I launched the campaign 

to lower the age to 18. By reducing the age 

of smear tests and screening, we can save 
lives, we can tackle cell changes early 
and prevent cervical cancer.” 

Olivia has launched an online 
petition and a podcast, Behind the 
Glass, where she speaks to other 
women about cancer. 

She said: “It’s myself and other 
women talking about what needs to 
be done and what could be different. 
I spoke to one woman who was 
diagnosed with cancer at 23. 

“It’s important we get this message 
out there. It’s tragically too late for 
some women but it’s not too late for 
the next generation. 

“I was fortunate enough to be able 
to pay for my test before I was 25 but 
many women are not able to do so — 
and why should they have to?” 

She hopes to use her platform in Miss 
GB to raise awareness. The finals will 
be held in October in Birmingham and 
Olivia said: “Beauty pageants have 
historically had a negative reputation 

but the idea that they are an old-fash- 
ioned institution couldn’t be further 
from the modern-day pageant. 

“Beauty pageants today inspire action 
and bring together like-minded women 
from across the globe. Pageants are 
about making impactful change, they 
raise hundreds of thousands of pounds 
for charity and help to shine a light on 
causes that need more awareness.”

If even one person who is suffering in 

silence takes strength from her journey, 

& you could argue it was more than 

worth the Channel 4 airtime. 
But it is with trepidation that I 
-// launch into anything with the 
model’s name in the title these days. 
Like the many brazen publicity 
stunts she has pulled off over the years, 
I can’t help but think there’s a PR fairy 
in her ear whispering: “Do this and you 
could get your career back on course.” 

While Stephen Fry’s documentary about 
manic depression felt truly credible when 
it came out years ago, this feels more like 
an act of redemption. 

She tells us that she wants to destigma- 
tise mental health by getting it out in the 
open. She meets two fascinating people 
who have gone through trauma and come 
out the other side. But in several unsettling 


scenes, you can see the strain Katie’s car 
crash has had on her poor mum, Amy, who 
has an incurable lung condition and has 
to lug a tank around. 

“When you’re not well you just want 
peace and you want everyone to be settled 
and everyone on an even keel,” Amy sighs. 

Who can blame her for wishing that? 

The cameras join Katie in the aftermath 
of that accident a year ago — an apparent 
attempted suicide. 

“The time-bomb has been ticking, and 
the time-bomb has exploded now,” she 
says, heading to court after being charged 
with driving over the limit while being 
disqualified. 

Of course she doesn’t get thrown in the 
slinger. ’'m not convinced our prison 
system is ready for KP just yet. 

Instead, she embarks on a journey to 
discover how to better cope with the 
triggers that, in her words, “set me off like 
a firework” She’s just been through four 
weeks of trauma therapy. But when she 


constantly name drops the Priory, which 
has previously treated her, and wears a 
“health is wealth” T-shirt, it all feels a little 
too contrived.

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WHEN consumers tried to 
assert their rights over 
faulty laptop batteries, the 
response from retailers 
was like that frustrating 
worker in Little Britain: 
“Computer says no.” 

They argued that the batteries 
were a “consumable” and must 
therefore be treated differently 
from an integral component. 

So, what does it mean for con- 
sumer rights if a consumable stops 
working or is faulty? The answer 
is not what shops would like it to 
be. Here’s what you need to know. 
THE PROBLEM 
James Morgs called me last Friday 
during the LBC Consumer Hour 
to tell me about his faulty laptop. 

He explained that the battery 
had swollen, making the keyboard 
buckle and stopping the lid from 
closing properly. When he took the 
matter up with the retailer and 
asked for a remedy under the 
Consumer Rights Act, he was told: 
“This is not covered under a CRA 
(Consumer Rights Act) claim as 
the battery is a consumable”. 

I have since been contacted by 
lots of people who got the same 
response to laptop battery issues. 
THE LEGAL POSITION 
Firstly, to say “consumables” such 
as a laptop battery are not covered 
by the Consumer Rights Act is 
absolute nonsense. What the stores 
mean is that they are not covered 
by the manufacturer’s warranty 


Can I make a Section 75 claim 

for a credit card purchase via 
Apple Pay? — Luke Williams 

Yes, because the payment is still 

going directly to the trader. But if 
you use the likes of PayPal, your card 
provider pays them and they pay the 
trader, so there is no direct transaction 
and section 75 cannot be used.

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We have recently taken on a puppy 
that we think might have been bred 
on a puppy farm. She is a poodle cross 
and her coat is dirty with some dandruff. 
Can we use human dandruff shampoo to 
clean her up before she has her 
injections in a few weeks time? 
I do not recommend using human 
shampoo on puppies. Shampoos for 
dogs are formulated for canine skin, 
which human shampoos are not, and 
are best prescribed by a vet for a 
specific condition. 

Also it is easier for the vet to diagnose 
a skin condition if useful evidence has 
not been washed away. 

Ihave seen many owners, seemingly 
embarrassed by the poor quality of their 
pet’s coat, trying to improve it before 
seeing me, which is frustrating. 

You don't mention how old your 


| | puppy is, although her vaccinations are 


not due for a couple of weeks. 

I wouldn't wait, though, because 
dandruff is not normal in a puppy and 
requires prompt investigation. 

Puppies that have been bred in 
unhygienic conditions are often carriers 
of parasites such as fleas, 
lice and mites. The first two are usually 
easy for a vet to spot. 

The mites, however, often require 
sampling and examination under 
a microscope. 

One in particular, cheyletiella, 
is a cause of dandruff in puppies, 
although dogs of any age can also be 
affected ifno insecticides have been 
used recently. 

In untreated pets, the mite often 
causes a rash to occur on the owner, 
which is why Irecommend a 
consultation now. 

Thorough treatment has a very good 
outlook though. 


My 10-year-old female neutered cat 

recently had a bout of cat flu, which 
caused her to stop eating for a while. 
Just as she was recovering she 
developed jaundice. My vet has 
diagnosed fat accumulation in the liver 
and is treating her, but it may take some 
time before she recovers. Have you seen 
this problem? 

Your cat is hopefully well on the way 

0 recovery, especially if she has 

started to eat again. 

If she hasnt, your vet would probably 
have advised admitting her for some 
intensive treatment. 

Liver disease is common in cats and 
you are fortunate that your vet has 
diagnosed the cause, because there are 
many others. Liver involvement can 
usually be pinpointed quite quickly by 
measuring enzymes in the blood. 

This is only a part of the diagnosis, as 
the underlying cause of the liver disease 
is needed to ensure specific treatment. 
Other investigations, such as 
ultrasound, are useful and may rule 
out liver cancer. 

Some cases require a biopsy or a 
sample of liver tissue using a fine needle. 

Hepatic lipidosis is an accumulation 
of fat cells in the liver. This usually 
occurs in overweight cats that have 
stopped eating for whatever reason. 
Breakdown of fat to produce energy can 
result in fat cells damaging the liver. 

These cats develop jaundice and 
become ill quite quickly. As the problem 
is caused by not eating, hospitalisation 
and tube feeding may be needed. 

Many cats do well - but recovery can 
be slow, and frequent check-ups will be 
necessary too.

stunning panorama of downtown 
Pittsburgh as we drove on to a bridge. 
Set at the junction of the Allegheny 
and Monongahela rivers which join to 
form the Ohio, Pittsburgh boasts some

446 bridges, more than any other city in 
the world and earning it another 
nickname, ‘City of Bridges’. 

The steel industry in the region 
declined decades ago and in its place 
leading tech companies such as Apple, 
Google and Uber are turning the city’s 
South Side into Pennsylvania's own mini 
Silicon Valley. There's a modern, sleek 
edge to the place now, although it still 
has a charisma you wont find in other 
well-known US cities. 

And with the reinstatement of British 


Airways direct service from London 
Heathrow to Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania's 
second biggest city is now more 
accessible than ever. 

The superb downtown views are even 
more spectacular at night, especially 
when there’ a live baseball game at 
PNC Park. Sitting on the banks of the 
Allegheny, the 38,000 seat stadium is the 
home of the Pittsburgh Pirates. 

The night we touched down, the New 
York Yankees were in town but our late

Recommendations include 
avocado Benedict (£8.95) or Rosie's 
favourite, the hot buttermilk 
pancakes (£8.95) which come with 
tumbling berries and strawberry 
sauce. The best doughnuts my kids 
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have ever eaten (and that’s saying 
something) can be found at 
Longboys. The handmade, finger- 
shaped sweet treats (£3.90 each) are 
made with a lighter brioche base. 

Try the not-too-sweet triple 
chocolate brownie, the 
beautifully blow-torched 
lemon meringue, or the 
doughnut equivalent to a 
hug, apple crumble. We 
devour one each in less 
than a minute. 

For lunchtime sharers,

Hummingbird’s 
surprise copycat 


Gardens are abuzz with the humming of one 
of nature’s most confounding creatures. 

Out of nowhere these Unfathomable 
Flying Objects materialise, all beady eyes 
and pulsating wings as they sip nectar from 
delicate flowers with their “beaks”. 

Little wonder that anyone witnessing 
these incredible aerobatics believes they 
have encountered the most accomplished of 
all avian flying machines - the hummingbird. 

Persuading friends that they haven't 
actually seen the world’s smallest yet most 
technically advanced bird hovering this side 
of the Atlantic has been a challenge these 
past weeks. 

Instead, they have seen one of the natural 
world's finest examples of convergent 
evolution - when animals independently 
evolve similar traits - in the shape of the 
hummingbird hawkmoth. 

Anyone who has spied a hummingbird

Indeed, the first time | saw a diminutive 
tufted coquette hummingbird in the gardens 
of a Trinidad nature reserve, | was convinced 
it was a hawkmoth. There was little 
difference in size and the bird's most striking 
field mark on show was a white band across 
the rump, a feature shared by the insect. 

How the moth and bird can look similar 
illustrates the way animals can adapt to look 
like each other if they have similar lifestyles. 
Think of penguins in Antarctica and the 
guillemots of the Arctic. 

This summer has been a boom time for 
hummingbird hawkmoths from southern 
climes. Members of the British Trust for 
Ornithology's Garden BirdWatch scheme 
have recorded a near five-fold increase

Yes, your tree does look a bit 
poorly. | think it has mealybug - 
these are insects covered in 
white which suck the sap from 
plants, so your first job is to give 


the shrub a good wash. Remove 
all these insects and keep an eye 
out for them in future. 

If possible, it’s good to 
re-pot annually in March 
as citrus are hungry 
plants and fresh 
compost is best. 

Add horticultural grit 
to the compost to keep it 
free draining. I'd also 
give it a good pruning in 
spring to encourage a 
bushy shape - you can 
cut back quite hard. 

Finally, it's time to take it back 
indoors before the nights get 
too cold. Keep it somewhere 
cool over winter as most houses 
are too dry and hot.

BRADFORD CITY supremo 
Ryan Sparks has delivered 
a stark warning with the 
cost of living crisis set to 
wreak havoc throughout 
the EFL. 

As already hard-up clubs gear 
up for a winter of discontent due 
to soaring energy prices, the idea 
of 1pm kick-offs — in order to 
avoid playing under floodlights 
— has been mooted. 

Energy bills are set to triple 
and for a League Two club like 
the promotion-chasing Bantams, 
who regularly play in front of 
over 16,000 fans at the University 
of Bradford Stadium, the rising 


costs will present a drastic 
challenge. 

Bradford CEO Sparks said: “It’s 
going to be very expensive and 
unavoidable - and it’s obviously 
impacting budgets across 
the EFL. 

“We are already taking 
measures to reduce our 
impact on the 
environment, but 
also now to further 
reduce our energy 
usage, such as the 
use of solar power. 

“There is a 
suggestion within the 
game that we could move 
kick-off times, in the winter 
months, to 1pm on a Saturday 
and that’s something we would 
consider. Floodlights are 
expensive to run and, when you 


add that up over the best er of 

20-30 home games, the costs are 

heavy. And that’s only one area 

of energy demand. We have 

made our thoughts known to the 

Football League about referees 

requesting that floodlights are 

used in recent games, 

which I find 

unacceptable given 

what we’re all about 

to go through and 

the clear demand 

to protect the 
environment. 


“We played Crewe a 
couple of weeks ago, with the 
floodlights on from the half-hour 
mark, which was unnecessary. 

“Tt’s about being as sustainable 
as you can and using as little 


energy as possible, but rising 
costs are having a huge effect 
already. 

“We would ideally prefer to 
spend money on players and 
facilities, but there are certain 
projects, such as improving the 
stadium and surrounding areas, 
we've had to shelve due to the 
impending rising costs. 

“It’s a bit of a cloud hanging 
over our club and every other 
club. We’re trying to run the 
stadium to a minimum to keep 
energy costs down.” 

The Bantams boast the biggest 
fanbase in the fourth tier but 
Sparks admits that some 
supporters may no longer be able 
to afford to attend games. 

He said: “We made a bold 
move earlier this year to freeze

BRIAN CLOUGH is 
remembered as the 
greatest manager England 
never had. 

The achievements of Old 
Big ‘Ead with Derby County 
and Nottingham Forest are 
well documented — as are 
his ill-fated 44-day reign at 
Leeds United and ill- 
conceived spell in charge of 
Brighton. 

But the 18-month stint 
he spent cutting his 
managerial teeth at 
Hartlepools United is often 
just a footnote in the story 
of the great man’s career. 

Yet his time fighting the 
dead men walking at the 
bottom of the old Fourth 
Division was indeed the 
springboard that 
catapulted him to the 
incredible success he 
was to enjoy 
working alongside 
assistant Peter 
Taylor in the East 
Midlands. 

Clough’s 
assessment of his 
first season in charge 
at Victoria Park was brutal. 

He stated: “I'm not 
joking when | say that if | 
live to be 90 and stay in 
football for another 40 
years, | will never 
experience a period so 
difficult and worrying as 
the one which finished this 
week.” 

He had just spared 
Hartlepools — the letter ‘s’ 
was dropped by the club in 
1968 — the ignominy of 
applying for re-election to 
the Football League for the 
sixth successive summer. 

These were the days 
before promotion and 
relegation to and from the 
league was automatic. 

And no club was forced 
to beg for votes to remain 
as one ofthe elite 47 
92 more often 
than Pools. 

A book about 
Cloughie’s initial 
foray into 
management, 
‘Alchemy — Brian 
Clough and Peter 
Taylor at 


Hartlepools United, is 
published this month. 

A crippling knee injury 
cruelly ended Clough’s 
goal-laden playing career 
at Middlesbrough and 
Sunderland prematurely. 

Joining Hartlepools in 
October 1965 gave him a 
new lease of life — 
although the club were 
second bottom of the 
Fourth Division at the time. 

Clough’s first 
masterstroke was to 
persuade Taylor (below) to 
walk out of a three-year 
contract at non-league 
Burton Albion and take a 
pay cut to rejoin him in the 
North East. 

The pair had become 
friendly when they were 
team-mates at Boro. 

And Taylor quickly 
proved himself to be a 
master at spotting 
unpolished talent. 

Hartlepools 
were one of only 
}Y two clubs in the 

Football League 

without floodlights. 

Their stadium was 
so dilapidated that Clough 
could often be found 
making running repairs to 
the place. 

He was able to keep 
Hartlepools out of the 
relegation zone that first 
season. 

And his first full 
campaign saw them flirt 
with promotion before they 
eventually finished eighth 
as floodlights were finally 
installed at the Victoria 
Ground. 

The reputation of Clough 
and Taylor was on an 
upward curve and in the 
summer of 1967, Second 
Division Derby came calling 
for their services after the 

club's directors 

drove north to 
meet them over 
Sunday lunch. 

Over the course 
of the next decade 
or so it would be 
top-flight League 
championships 
and European Cups 
on the menu.

ANTHONY MARTIAL has 
broken his silence on his 
stuttering career’ at 
Manchester United. 

The Frenchman has come out 
shooting from the lip at his former 
managers — denouncing Jose 
Mourinho for treating him with no 
respect and accusing Norwegian Ole 
Gunnar Solskjaer of treachery. 

Martial believes he is 
misunderstood by supporters and 
media alike because he has often 
been forced to play through the pain 
barrier — and that his refusal to be 
a faker cost him a World Cup 
winner’s medal after he was left 
out of the France squad for 2018. 

The 26-year-old strike star 
revealed: “For the last two seasons, 
I have regularly played injured. 

“People don’t know about that. I 
couldn’t accelerate during the four 
months of the Covid season. 

“But Solskjaer told me he needed 
me, so I played. 

“Given my game, if I cannot 
accelerate then it becomes very 
complicated. 

“But the coach did not bother to 
tell the media and obviously I ended 
up getting injured. 

“T took it very badly. I had a feeling 
of injustice. 


“You are being asked to sacrifice 
yourself for the team — and then you 
are dismissed. 

“For me, it is almost treachery. 

“That’s what I hate. I can be 
blamed — but not for being fake.” 

Martial’s attitude has been 
questioned regularly in the seven 
years since he was signed in a 
£36million deal from Ligue 1 side 
Monaco. 

Mourinho was especially critical 
of the France star and wanted to sell 
him during his spell in charge after 
succeeding Louis van Gaal in 2016. 

Martial said: “Basically, I have to 
display my disappointment if I miss 
a chance otherwise people say, ‘Ah, 
he doesn’t really care’. 

“T’ll tell you simply: I am a 
footballer, not an actor. 

“I see players showing their rage 
so that the media and public think 
they are motivated. 

“But the media circus does not 
interest me. | cannot change to please 
others.” 

In an explosive interview with 
France Football magazine, Martial 
explained how his problems started 
when he fell out with Mourinho over 


the Portuguese’s decision to strip 
him of the No.9 shirt when Romelu 
Lukaku signed for United in 2017. 

Martial said: “During my holidays, 
Mourinho told me he wanted me to 
take the No.11 shirt, explaining it 
was a great number because it 
belonged to Ryan Giggs. 

“I have great respect for Giggs, 
but I told him I preferred to keep 
the No.9. 

“T scored 17 goals in my first 
season and had 13 assists and in the 
first part of the 2017-18 season I was 
top scorer. 

“Then Mourinho bought Alexis 
Sanchez and I hardly played 
any more. 

“It cost me my World Cup place. | 
should have been there. 

“Mourinho spoke about me to the 
press. He likes to play these games. 

“Tf I said something it was me 
showing a lack of respect.” 

Martial, who was loaned out to 


Sevilla last season, is 
now seen as a key 
performer by new Old 
Trafford manager Erik 
ten Hag. 

But he has played just 
45 minutes this season 
through injury and is 
struggling with an 
Achilles problem. 

And he admitted that 
he must accept some of 
the blame. 


Martial added: “I am not “Wy 
beyond reproach. When people W 
say I lack consistency, it is true. 

“When I have my place, often 


it goes well, butwhen I amused less 


my performances are not 
the same.

Richardson and Lopez 
insisted last week that they 
were in discussions with the 
English Football League in an 
attempt to progress their 
purchase. 

But despite an EFL board 
meeting this week at which 
the situation was on the 
agenda there is zero chance 
of the deal being approved 
before mid-September. 

EFL chief executive Trevor 
Birch confirmed last month 
that he ‘hadn't had all the 
details to even consider it’ — 
and it is understood that the 
situation is little advanced 
from that. 

Doubts have surfaced that 
Richardson and Lopez had 
the necessary funding to do 
the deal from day one. 

The pair have been 
allowed freedom of the 
stadium and the club's 
training base at Wast Hills 
while also being pictured 
with new signings as they 
continue in their attempts to 
secure the vital backing 
required. 

An employee at one 
specialist finance house that 
deals regularly with football 
clubs said: “They wanted to 
borrow £15million with St 
Andrew's as security. The 
stadium also needs a serious 
amount spent on repairs.

Lola: My 
surprise 
at Queen

CHELSEA legend 
Gianfranco Zola has 
revealed how he was left 
stunned when the Queen 
called him, “The great 
Italian footballer”. 

Zola, 56, took to social 
media following the 
monarch’s death on 
Thursday to recall a 
meeting with her and 
Prince Philip at the British 
Embassy in Rome in 
November 2004. 

Zola said: “When | was 
introduced to her she told 
me, ‘The great Italian 
footballer’. | was over the 
moon. | did not expect such 
recognition. 

“| have an indelible 
memory of the meeting 
and her sublime bearing. 

“She was a splendid 
lady, never banal, always 
informed on any subject. 

“She whispered, but 
caught you with her eyes. 
She had unique grace and 
an unrivalled elegance. 

“| have been asked what 
her main characteristic 
was. For me, it was just her 
movement. | spent seven 
years with Chelsea and | 
immediately understood 
the extraordinary 
magnetism the Queen has 
with her subjects.” 

Zola, later awarded an 
OBE for services to English 
football, still keeps a photo 
of the meeting above the 
fireplace at his London 
home. 

The scroll of honour for 
his OBE describes him as 
‘the most enduring foreign 
player in the history of 
Chelsea, an excellent 
football ambassador and 
the ideal model for young 
fans’. 

Zola joined Chelsea from 
Parma in 1996 having 
spent the early part of his 
career as understudy to 
Diego Maradona at Napoli. 

He became an instant 
hero at Stamford Bridge, 
helping the Blues win two 
FA Cups, the League Cup, 
European Cup Winners’ Cup 
and European Super Cup. 

But his class won him 
admirers wherever he 
played — and in 1997 he 
was named Footballer of 
the Year by the FWA. 

He was later assistant to 
Maurizio Sarri at the 
Bridge before Frank 
Lampard took over as head 
coach in July 2019. 


ENGLISH cricket paid an emotional 
and moving tribute to the late 
Elizabeth II as international sport 
resumed in this country on a 
tear-filled, historic day in London. 

As Charles III was being proclaimed 
the new King, thus confirming the end of 
the Elizabethan era, just a few miles from 
where Jimmy Anderson was preparing to 
run in to bowl in the Third Test, a full and 
sombre crowd at The Oval was able to 
display their grief at the loss of their 
Queen.

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North London in 1961. Born Fatima Vedad, she was 
abandoned by her Turkish Cypriot mother as a baby 
and brought up in care.

It brought Fatima not only a new calling in life but a 
new family. She was adopted by her coach, teacher 


Margaret Whitbread, and her family when she was 15. 


“Sport was my saviour,” she says. “I had a 
tremendous amount of trauma in my early years and 
anyone who has had trauma will Know that you have 
to learn to work alongside it, as it never leaves you. It 
was sport that guided me to do the best | could and 
made me feel positive about myself 
and confident about my abilities. 

“ld had to be that steely little girl 
in the children’s home. | used that to 
become a world-beater in athletics 
and now I’ve turned that around again 
when I’m doing the SAS challenge.” 

Fatima says she and tough-guy 
instructor Rudy opened up about 
being in care during filming. “It was 
a poignant moment for us,” says 
Fatima. “We’re both in different fields 
in life but you’re united by this same experience.” 

Fatima retired from athletics in 1992, marrying 
athletics promoter Andrew Norman in 1997. 

Their son, Ryan, was born a year later. 

For years after, Fatima remained in the sport sector 
running a marketing business, looking after athletes 
including Steve Cram and Colin Jackson while also 
scouting for new talent — helping discover the likes of 


Kelly Holmes and Iwan Thomas. “I’ve been around the

next year left her struggling. So Fatima took up the 
I’m A Celebrity challenge in 2011. And true to form, 
she faced it head-on — quite literally, wnen she had 
to have a cockroach removed from up her nostril 
during one task. 

She says, “In SAS you're actively involved on a 
daily basis, whereas in I’m A Celeb you’re often not 
put up for the challenges. 

“If you are, it’s about how daring you are. Whether 
you'll eat the funny things or if — like me — if you 
panic when there’s the cockroach up your nose. 
| did love both shows, in different ways.” 

Since then, she’s graced our screens in other 
reality and quiz shows. “Reality TV was good for me 
and came at the right time,” she says. 

“It gave me a way to earn a living while | was keen 
to be around for my boy going through schooling.” 

Fatima boogied in Let’s Dance For Comic Relief 
in 2012 (“I’m no Sugar Plum Fairy,” she laughs) and 
took an emotional journey on The Sultan’s Trail for 
Pilgrimage in 2020, visiting the land of her parents 
for the first time. 

These days, she’s in a position to pick and choose 
her offers. “I still need to work and | still like to work,” 
she says. “But | don’t do everything thrown at me. 

If | do something, it’s usually because it means 
something to me. | have an immense amount of 
character when it comes to being adventurous.” 

In fact, Fatima has just started her next adventure 
—a charity mountain climb with Ryan. “We’re 
climbing Mont Blanc,” she reveals. “I’m raising 
funds for Action For Children.” 

While many twentysomething lads 
may not have mountain climbing with 
their mum at the top of their holiday 
list, it’s clear Ryan — who Fatima calls 
“her proudest achievement” — shares 
a special relationship with her. 

“We're very close,” she says. “He’s 
a great young man. He works in the 
City. Being a mum was so important, 
because as a child | didn’t have a 
mum. And | feel that sometimes in 
life, an issue repeats itself, and | 

wanted to break that and be a good parent. | ended 
up being a single parent when my son was nine. 

But that made me determined to do the best | could. 
| want to be a good parent and be there.” 

Fatima now lives near Brentwood in Essex and 
while she’s no longer involved in athletics in a 
professional capacity, old habits die hard. 

“I’ve never stopped training,” she says. “I do 
something pretty much every day. |’ve always felt it’s 
good for me. It helps my mental state and that’s part 
of my learning and my wellness. | love to do puzzles 
as well. And | love a bit of gardening.” 

Fatima was undoubtedly the most famous female 
UK athlete of her generation and she has watched 
with interest the rise of women’s sports in recent 
years, culminating in the Lionesses’ win in the 
Women’s Euros this year. “It’s fantastic,” she says. 

“We’ve always had great women in athletics 
through the years but it’s great to see women doing 
well in other sports — cycling, football. Hopefully 
there’s a whole new generation coming through. 

“It’s great to see women now out there being so 
fit and healthy and doing their thing. It might upset 
some of the men a little bit, but never mind.”

The centre is open three 
days a week and also 
provides rooms for 
meetings, free Wi-Fi to help 
with job applications or 
benefits, a range of donated 
clothes and household 
items and visits from 
hairdressers and footcare 
specialists. 

Meanwhile, the cost of living is rising sharply. 
“We have a lot more people coming to the door 
for food parcels now,” says Mike. “They’re starting 
to queue outside in the morning. When benefits 
are paid monthly people start to run out of money 
around week three or four.” 

To meet this growing demand, LifeHouse has 
looked to businesses for support and donations.

“Lidl has been great,” says Mike. “It has the 
donation boxes at the front of the supermarket, 
but it’s also very good at giving us things from the 
back, like multipacks that have been split up, or 
mislabelled produce.”

In the evenings there were

We 
quickly worked out that 
communication is key 
for us. 

Aimie is a worrier, 
while I’m a risk taker, 
but as long as we 
talk to each other we 
can tackle any issues. 
We rarely argue and 
working together has 
strengthened our 
relationship. 

The business is doing 
really well. We run open 
mic nights and spoken-word events and sell 
branded clothing with positive messaging. 

We’ve even written our own book, A Guide

the future and would like to open more 
venues. With Aimie at my side | think we , | 
can achieve anything.

There were definitely times when we 
wanted to kill each other!

Wyndham Lathem liked drugged-up group romps and had a fetish for knives 


rofessor Wyndham Lathem was a 

highly respected microbiologist. 

His research — which partly focused 

on the bubonic plague, commonly 

known as the Black Death — had 

made him an expert on how 
pathogenic bacteria cause diseases and in 
2017 he was a professor at the prestigious 
Feinberg School of Medicine at Northwestern 
University in Chicago. 

Lathem was openly gay and dating Trenton 
Cornell-Durenleau, 26, who was building 
a reputation as a hair stylist. 
Things had started casually after 
they met on Grindr, but after a 
while their “friends with benefits” 
arrangement had grown into 
something more. Trenton would 
often stay at Lathem’s luxury 
high-rise apartment. 

According to Lathem, they 
had an open relationship, 
experimenting in the bedroom with other 
partners and enjoying “chemsex” — having sex 
while under the influence of disinhibiting drugs, 
like methamphetamine. 

On 27 July 2017, the front desk at Lathem’s 
apartment building got an anonymous call 
saying a crime had been committed in his 
apartment. The police were called and entered 
using a master key. 
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‘One enjoys

Officers found Trenton lying face-down 
in a pool of blood with knife wounds in his 
back. An autopsy would reveal he had been 
stabbed over 70 times. A cut to the neck 
was so deep it had almost decapitated him. 

Blood-stained knives were found at the 
scene — two kitchen knives, one of them 
broken because of the force used, and a 
drywall knife. There was no sign of Lathem 
and he was named as the prime suspect 
in Trenton’s death. 

Investigators soon discovered that 
Lathem had been talking 
online with a British man 
called Andrew Warren — 
a financial officer at 
Oxford University’s 
Somerville College. 

The pair had been 
flirting online for months 
but as well as talking 
about their sexual 
fantasies, they had discussed committing 
suicide together. Lathem had then paid 
for Warren to fly from the UK to Chicago. 
Were they on the run together? 


8-day, 2,000-mile 
manhunt 
As Lathem was hunted down, he was fired 
from his job. His parents contacted the 
police to say he had sent them 
an email, which included a 
video of himself. He could be 
heard talking about Trenton, 
saying, “He trusted me 
and felt safe with me, and | 
betrayed that... | took that all 
away when | killed him.” 
Police started to track down 
Lathem and Warren. They 
had made an anonymous 
cash donation of $5,610 


The killing 
took place 


Victim Trenton was 
described as “trusting” 


in Trenton’s name at the Howard Brown Health 
Center in Chicago, then continued to drive across 
the country. In Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, they 
made another donation of $1,000 in Trenton’s 
name at a public library. 

After an eight-day manhunt covering 2,000 miles, 
the pair handed themselves in to authorities in 
California — and blamed each other for Trenton’s death. 

Lathem claimed Warren had attacked and killed 
his boyfriend while he hid in the bathroom. But 
Warren said Lathem started the attack and he 
joined in by hitting Trenton over the head with a 
lamp and stabbing him twice. 

In 2019, Warren, 61, made a plea deal. In 
exchange for testifying against Lathem, he would 
get 45 years in prison for first-degree murder. 

“| want to say that I’m really so sorry,” he told 
Trenton’s family in court. But he would have

plenty more to say when he took the stand at 
Lathem’s trial in 2021. 

Meanwhile, with the start of the Covid pandemic, 
Lathem tried to persuade a judge to release 
him on a $1 million bail so that his knowledge of 
microbiology could be used to fight the disease. 
The appeal was denied. 

At the start of Lathem’s trial, the defence said 
the former professor and Trenton had engaged in 
“three-way sex with people they met online”, meth 
use during sex, and bondage and submission 
roleplay that involved knives. 

They said Warren had joined the couple in the 
bedroom and then attacked them. Lathem admitted 
he’d hidden in the bathroom “like a coward” while 
the attack continued and said Trenton was dead 
when he came back out. “He was at a loss as to 
what to do,” the defence told the court. “He felt 
responsible for putting Trent in harm’s way. He 
believed — and still believes to this day — he 
bears responsibility for Trent’s death. It was Dr 
Lathem, after all, wno brought Andrew Warren 
into their lives.” 

Lathem took to the stand to say that when Warren 
had arrived in Chicago, he’d been disappointed 
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Lathem said he 
hid in the bathroom 
during the attack 


by his looks and he had felt “catfished”. 

But on the night of 26 July, he had engaged 
ina threesome with Warren and Trenton, during 
which they had brought knives into the bedroom 
for consensual role play. “No one is meant to get 
harmed,” Lathem testified. “One enjoys the use of 
the knife because it’s a little bit scary, it requires trust 
and there’s a range of sexual experiences that you 
can get by the feel of the knife on the body.” 

It was then, he said, Warren had attacked. The 
defence said he had killed Trenton out of jealousy. 

The prosecution said Lathem had orchestrated 


Warren thought he 
had flown to the US 
for a suicide pact 


Trenton’s death as part of a disturbing sexual fantasy 
and brought Warren in on the plan. Lathem had 
plenty of time to get Trenton help but after the killing 
he had instead taken a shower and gone on the run 
with the man he accused of being a killer. 

The prosecution said Lathem had lured Warren to 
the US with a promise they would commit suicide 
together — but it was really so he could fulfil his 
fantasy of killing Trenton. Lathem’s blood was at 
the apartment and he’d confessed in the video 
to his parents. 


Meth-fuelled threesome 


Warren took the stand and said that the unexpected 
death of his father and other family problems had 
left him depressed, so he’d searched the internet 
for someone to kill him. He’d found Lathem, 

who claimed he was suicidal because he’d lost 

out on a job. 

He said they made a pact to kill each other but 
when he got to Chicago, they struggled to buy 
a gun. Then Lathem revealed his true plan — he 
wanted them to kill Trenton together. 

The horror had begun as a meth-fuelled 
threesome. Warren described how Lathem started 
stabbing Trenton when he was asleep and as he 
fought back, Warren subdued him by hitting him 
with a heavy metal lamp. 

Lathem was found guilty of first-degree murder 
in October 2021 and sentenced this January to 53 
years in prison. The judge said the murder was an 
“execution”, adding, “To butcher Trenton Cornell, 
the way that he died, in order to fulfil a bizarre, 
antisocial, perverted fantasy based on whatever 
sense of reality, is beyond my understanding.” 

Trenton’s family said he was trusting and loving, 
which made him a “perfect target for the murderer 
he fell in love with”. 

Lathem, now 48, said in a statement, “I want 
Trent’s family to Know | have been grief-stricken 
since the moment everything happened.” 

But whatever grief he may feel over his actions, 
nothing had been more important to him than slaking 
his depraved lust — whatever the cost.

The lawyers disappear into Youth Courtroom 
6 and the three of you wait, Sean scrolling on 
his phone and Zoya blinking rapidly beside 
you. You slip into the awed silence and try to 
imagine what the magistrate might be saying 
at that very moment. Punish her, you mentally 
beseech him. Punish me too. Zoya squeezes 
your hand and you smile reassuringly at her, 
the picture of calm. 

But where was your 
composure when you were 
chasing Maria down that 
alleyway while your drenched 
daughter hyperventilated on 
the wet grass? 

When the door opens, Maria 
walks in with her parents and 
suddenly you don’t recognise 
her as the malicious girl who spat in your face 
when you screamed, “How can you do that to 
my baby?” This girl is just a child, too. 

When she looks up, Maria looks at you; not 
at Zoya, but you. You recognise the fear in her 
eyes because it resembles the fear in Zoya’s 
eyes over the past four months of this ordeal. 
You’ve become to Maria what Maria was to 
Zoya. You shake your head to avoid thinking 
the word, but it forms in your mind regardless 
like an animated thought bubble: Bully. 

The solicitor explains that as part of the

“It’s just water,” Maria had 
gasped, “I was just joking,” but it was too late 
— something had been unleashed in you. 

You were a demented woman whose only 
child had been soaked in petrol ready to 
be set alight like a brown Guy Fawkes.
